Journal a long list of the 
killed and wounded, and then it was 
learned'that many another brave son 
of the old town had fallen. 


Now comes one of the strangest of 


circumstances. When the old soldiers' 
reunion was held in Colorado Springs in 
1905, a colonel, Ijew Ginger, said he 
witnessed at Murfreesboro, tTenn., the 
branding of the letter "D" ~upon the 
cheek of a young deserter, the only 
case of the kind during tho war, for 
when Lincoln heard of it, he stopped 
,the practice. 


"Do you know the name of the sol- 


dier?" I asked 


"No," he replied^ 
"Then I do," said t. "and I < wish, 


after all these year* to pay 3. tribute 
to the memory of that boy whom a-n 
unnnecessarlly cruel militarism mur- 
dered," 


That boy was murdered for Hfs love 


of 'home ' and mother,; His name was 
Alex Jordan, the son of Jerry Jordan, 
an.early pioneer of Newburgh, Ind, I 
was going to school to Frederick Dtck- 
erman. In th« little brick school house 
that adjoined Jerry Jordan's home, 
when Alex Jordan, a beauttol boy of

His home was poor, but it contained

holes in Kentucky.

my right eye attest to this day the 
explosive -qualities of .our gun." 


During these days of the v.ar, there 


wefe weeks at a time VhBn the sun did 
not shine and the air was hea\y with 
dampness We often heard heavy can- 
nonading in the direction of Evansvllle; 
then followed hours of sus-pense wntil 
we learned they wero celebrating a, 
victory of the Union arms. 


There came a day when the face of 


every loyal man and woman in New- 
burgh blanched With the paleness of 
death 
Tiie great conspiracy of the 


Knights of tfie Golden Circle was dis- 
covered, 'and. Governor "Oliver. P...Morr 
ton ordered wholesale arrests. Boxes of 
revolvers 
marked 
"Sunday 
School 


Books" had been shipped to Indian- 
apolis for the purpose of arming the 
rebel ^risorie-rs there, and thus, by the 
ai<J of "copperheads," turning the state 
to tha Confederacy 
No one knew to 


what extent the conspiracy prevailed 
and so neighbor began looking upon 
neighbor with suspicipn. The boy In 
blue fighting at the fron-t had a foe 
ready to stab him in the back at his 
home. 


I was at the house of my uncle, 


Doctor Alexander A. McReynolds, when 
the arest of Dr. Bowles, at French Lick 
Springs, was talked of In whispers.* My 
uncle and Dr. Bowles1 were 
Warm 


friends, but this fact was now kept 
a secret. Dr. Bowlesr was sentenced 
to death by a military1 court, but James 
A Garfield, then a young lawyer from 
Ohio, took up bis ease and got the sen-" 
tence revoked, fhls fact about Presi- 
dent James A..Garfield does, not scetti 
to be generally known. I never read 
of It duripg his presidential campaign 
and the only person I 
ever heard 


speak of it was Chief Justice Amasa 
Cobb, ;-of Nebraska, who deplored the 
act on the part of Garfiold.

Into a stupor of sorrow. The church 
bells tolled all that

miserable 


day and, when reaction came, loyal 
men went almost- wild. -Some Were 
leaJy nmv. 10 enlist, provided they 
could hoist the black flag. 


It was1 night when the news came, 


"Grant has- taken 
Richmond.' The 


town was heavily armed, but I do not 
belieVo there was a gun tha.t~was not 
fired In the eestacy of Joy. The air 
seemed filled with singing hornets, for - 
there were no blank cartridges In the 
guns those days. 


The war was practically over. From 


amidst the wreck and ruin of contend- 
ing, armies, the crash of. raging- steel, 
and the gUre of maddening powder, 
the shout, the^ charge, the forlorn rally 
—where beauty and gloom went down
